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Dr.  Agria  Becomes  New  President 


In  January  1990  Dr.  Wal- 
ter Peterson,  president  of 
the  University  of  Dubuque, 
announced  his  intention  to 
retire  as  soon  as  a new  presi- 
dent  was  appointed.  On 
August  2,  1990  William 
Kruse,  chairman  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Dubuque  Board  of 
Directors,  announced  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  John 
Agria  as  the  new  president 
of  the  University. 

Agria  has  commented,  “I 
am  extremely  pleased  to 
have  been  named  president 
of  the  University  of  Du- 
buque. I was  drawn  to  the 
university  by  the  high  quali- 
ty of  the  programs  and  the 
warmth  of  the  people.  I look 
forward  to  building  on  the 
very  strong  foundation 
which  is  in  place  on  the  cam- 
pus.” 

Dr.  Agria,  52,  previously 
was  vice  president  for  aca- 
demic services  at  Thiel  Col- 
lege, Greenville,  PA.  Prior 
to  his  tenure  at  Thiel  Col- 
lege, Dr.  Agria  was  a profes- 
sor of  political  science,  and 
later,  dean  of  academic  af- 
fairs at  Alma  College, 
Alma,  Michigan.  He  was 
also  dean  of  academic  af- 
fairs at  Long  Island  Univer- 


sity, Southhampton,  New 
York. 

John  Agria  received  his 
undergraduate  degree  in  po- 
litical science  at  Kalamazoo 
College,  Kalamazoo,  Mich- 
igan. He  earned  a master’s 
degree  in  constitutional  law, 
and  a Ph.D.  in  political  phi- 
losophy, public  administra- 
tion, and  international  rela- 
tions from  the  University  of 
Chicago,  Chicago,  Illinois. 

John  and  Mary  Agria  ar- 
rived in  Dubuque  in  mid- 
August.  The  Agria’s  have 
four  daughters.  Mary  Agria 
is  a writer  and  has  been  in- 
volved in  community  eco- 
nomic development  in 
Greenville. 

Dr.  Agria  officially  be- 
came the  17th  president  of 
the  university  during  week 
long  activities  April  4-11, 
1991.  A few  activities  were 
the  formal  inauguration 
ceremony  at  Westminister 
Presbyterian  Church,  a re- 
ception at  Blades  Hall  fol- 
lowed the  ceremony,  and  a 
dinner-dance  was  held  in 
the  Stoltz  Sports  Center  for 
all  students,  faculty,  and 
staff.

Spartan  Football 


A coach  once  said  that  the  only 
good  thing  about  freshmen  is  that 
one  year  they  will  be  juniors  and  sen- 
iors. First-year  University  of  Du- 
buque football  coach  Mike  Messer 
can  relate  to  those  words  of  wisdom 
as  he  watched  his  young  football 
squad  bravely  battle  in  the  tough 
Iowa  Conference  to  post  a 2-7  record 
in  1990.  “Winning  two  games  and 
finishing  seventh  in  the  nine-team 
conference  (2-6  record)  is  a credit  to 
the  young  players  who  had  to  play 
right  away  this  season,”  Messer  said. 
“We  started  eight  freshmen  and  the 
experience  they  gained  will  benefit 
us  in  the  long  run.”  Dubuque’s  two 
victories  included  a 24-20  Home- 


coming win  over  Buena  Vista  and  28- 
12  win  over  William  Penn  in  the  last 
game  of  the  season.  The  season-end- 
ing victory  snapped  a four-game  los- 
ing streak  that  followed  an  injury  to 
starting  junior  quarterback  Chris 
Hyland.  In  that  last  game  against 
William  Penn,  backup  sophomore 
quarterback  Mike  Crenshaw  ran  for 
three  touchdowns  - including  a 65- 
yarder  - and  passed  for  another  score 
in  leading  the  Spartans  to  victory. 
No  Spartan  player  received  confer- 
ence honors  this  year. 

Gerald  Huntley,  a senior  from  Shelby, 
North  Carolina,  is  wide-eyed  and  ready  to 
receive  the  pass  in  flight. 
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With  19  freshmen,  1 1 sophomores,  eight  juniors  and  just  seven  seniors  on  the  45-mem- 
ber Spartan  squad.  Coach  Mike  Messer  looked  to  the  future  in  the  initial  year  of  build- 
ing a program.  With  just  one  winning  season  in  the  last  eight  years,  the  Spartans  hope 
to  turn  things  around  on  the  strength  of  a strong  freshmen  class  that  jumped  right 
into  the  fire  in  1990.

On  Sept.  21,  1990,  the  Univer- 
sity of  Dubuque  volleyball  squad  had 
just  put  together  a three-game  win- 
ning streak  to  up  its  record  to  5-7 
overall  and  1-2  in  Iowa  Conference 
play.  Little  did  anyone  know  that  it 
would  be  the  last  win  of  the  season 
for  the  Spartan  women  as  they  closed 
the  1990  schedule  with  25  consecu- 
tive match  losses.  Head  Coach  Lori 
Anda  saw  her  squad  finish  eighth  in 
the  nine-team  Iowa  Conference  dur- 
ing the  regular  season  with  a 1-7  rec- 
ord, identical  to  their  1989  league 
mark.  The  Spartans  failed  to  win  a 
match  at  the  season-ending  confer- 
ence tournament  but  look  to  rebound 
in  1991  with  the  return  of  four  start- 
er, including  second  team  All-Iowa 
Conference  player  Vickie  Moore.

Dubuque  men  break  Iowa 
Conference  and  school  scoring 
records,  average  101.7  points 
per  game. 


The  1990-91  University 
of  Dubuque  men’s  basket- 
ball team  will  go  down  as  the 
most  prolific  scoring  outfit 
in  school  and  Iowa  Confer- 
ence history  after  shattering 
numerous  offensive  records. 
The  Spartans  concluded  a 
second-place  finish  in  the 
league  standings  by  averag- 
ing 101.7  points  a game 
overall  and  97.4  in  league 
play.  Both  averages  eclipsed 
records  that  have  stood  for 
over  30  years.

Alumni  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  inducts  7 


The  University  of  Du- 
buque Alumni  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame  inducted  its  second 
class  with  the  honoring  of 
seven  former  Spartan  greats 
on  Sept.  22,  1991.  The  Class 
of  1990  included  Clarence 
(Pete)  Peterson,  William 
Miller,  Carol  Mundhenke- 
Gibbs,  Robert  Schiers,  Ivan 
Livingston,  Scott  Berry  and 
Bryan  Dunn.  They  joined 
the  13  charter  members  in- 
ducted in  1989  into  the  Hall 
of  Fame,  located  in  the  First 
National  Bank  Lobby  of 
McCormick  Gymnasium. 

Peterson  was  inducted  in 
the  Outstanding  Contribu- 
tor category  after  serving 
the  university  for  over  50 
years  as  professor  of  educa- 
tion, coach  and  head  of  the 
athletic  department.  He 
coached  nearly  every  sport, 
leading  the  school  to  its  first 
basketball  championship  in 
1921,  conference  titles  in 
track  in  1944  and  ’45  and 
league  championships  in 
tennis  three  straight  seasons 
from  1959-61.  Representing 
athletes  from  the  era  1940 


and  before  were  Mund- 
henke-Gibbs  and  Miller. 
Mundhenke-Gibbs  partici- 
pated in  tennis,  basketball, 
track  and  gymnastics  and  is 
the  first  woman  elected  to 
the  Hall.  Miller  was  a four- 
year  letterwinner  in  foot- 
ball, basketball  and  track. 
Representing  the  1940s  was 
Robert  Schiers,  also  a four- 
year  letterwinner  in  three 
sports,  earned  All-Confer- 
ence honors  in  football  quar- 
terbacking Dubuque  to  a 
perfect  7-0  record  in  1940. 

Livingston  won  1 1 Iowa 
Conference  titles  in  track, 
including  the  100  and  220- 
yard  dash  champion  from 
1952-54. 

Berry  was  a two-time 
conference  track  champion 
in  the  shot  put  and  All-Con- 
ference fullback  in  football. 
Dunn  was  a three-time  All- 
Iowa  Conference  player  in 
basketball.
